The 
Standard formerly held a lease on the 
John Outlines farm, north of Find- 
lay, but falling to operate it as per 
te.-ms of the lease, It was released to 
Kellev. Ely & Co. The Standard 
tougui tua c«»c bitterly, Ir^t rrere 
beaten In the Circuit and Supreme 
Courts. It was after tbis defeat that 
the Standard adopted the plan of re- 
taliation, to which Mr. Kelly takes 
exception in his suit. 


It Is an unwritten law among oil 


operators not to drill nearer than 
two hundred feet to another well, 
whether owned by themselves or 
others. 
The 
Standard con- 


trols territory on the south and east 
sides of the Hastings farm, and it is 
arranging to put down alone these 
two lines a series of wells 400 feet 
apart and just twenty-five feet 
from 


the line of the Hastings lease, 
Mr. 


Kelly claims tbis course Is not neces- 
sary In order for the Standard to op- 
erate its own leases, but is done sole- 
ly In retaliation and In order to rob 
bis lease of the oil which Is properly 
his own. He says the Standard's 
wufoo will caase h!ai «rrepsra 
damage, and he asks an injunction 
.fudge Melborn, sitting at Kenton, 
granted a temporary restraining or- 
der, enjoining the Standard from 
drilling any wells nearer than 300 
feet to the line of the Hastings farm.
